(AP) — Republican state 
lawmakers across the 
U.S. are trying to require 
schools to post all course 
materials online so par- 
ents can review them, part 
of a broader national push 
by the GOP for a sweep- 
ing parents bill of rights 
ahead of the midterm 
congressional elections. 


At least one proposal would 
give parents with no exper- 
tise power over curriculum 
choices. Parents also could 
file complaints about certain 
lessons and in some cases sue 
school districts. 


Teachers say parents already 
have easy access to what their 
children learn. They worry 
that the mandates would cre- 
ate an unnecessary burden 
and potentially threaten their 
professional independence 
— all while dragging them 
into a culture war. 


The bill “insinuates there’s 
some hiding happening,” said 
Katie Peters, a high school 
English teacher in Toledo. “It 
makes me a little defensive, 
because I’m like — no, wait 
a minute, we’re not hiding 
anything. The transparency is 
always there, and the parents 
who have cared to look have 
always had access.” 

The bills arose from last 
year’s debate over the teach- 
ing of race, diversity and sex- 
uality. The GOP insists the 
changes are needed to give 
parents a measure of control 
over what their children see 
and hear in class.

“I don't think anybody dis- 
agrees that more information 
is better for parents,” said 
Brett Hillyer, a Republican 
state representative in Ohio 
who is co-sponsoring such 
a bill. He said the proposal 
could quell disagreements 
between parents, teachers 
and school boards before 
they get too far. 


Educators don’t take issue 
with keeping parents in- 
formed, but they see a risk 
that the so-called curricu- 
lum-transparency require- 
ments will invite censorship, 
professional burnout and res- 
ignations.

The Ohio bill would affect 
public, private and charter 
schools, as well as colleges 
and universities that par- 
ticipate in the state’s dual- 
enrollment program for sev- 
enth through 12th graders. 


A panel of three Ohio teach- 
ers recently sat down with 
The Associated Press to dis- 
cuss the proposal. They said 
they already post syllabuses, 
textbook information, course 
materials and sometimes 
notes for parents and stu- 
dents — at least at the mid- 
dle- and high-school levels.

Juliet Tissot, a mother of two 
from the Cincinnati suburb 
of Madeira, said elementary 
classrooms are a different 
story. The nonprofit worker 
and volunteer said schools 
stopped sending home text- 
books years ago and often fail 
to provide curriculum de- 
tails when asked. That leaves 
parents groping for informa- 
tion when helping kids with 
homework. 


“Children are with their par- 
ents a lot more than they're 
with their teachers, and it’s 
bad that parents don't know 
what's going on — and they 
don't anymore,” she said. 
“Pm surprised this didn't 
happen sooner, but it seems 
like it’s finally coming to a 
head.” 

Tissot also supports polic- 
ing teachers” behavior more 


closely, including requiring 
them to wear body cameras. 


The Ohio teachers said par- 
ents of older children occa- 
sionally pull a student from 
class — say, when evolu- 
tion or the Big Bang is being 
taught in science — or re- 
quest an alternate assignment 
when offended by a selected 
reading, and those interac- 
tions generally go smoothly. 


The GOP acted after con- 
servatives complained about 
public schools’ responses to 
the COVID-19 pandemic 
and the racial reckoning that 
followed the death of George 
Floyd, the Black man killed 
by a white Minneapolis po- 
lice officer in 2020. Some 
states and local school boards 
have banned books about race 
relations, slavery and gender. 


The Ohio teachers say the 
Republican efforts could ul- 
timately erode their ability to 
make professional judgments 
and stifle the spontaneity that 
brings their classrooms to 
life, while adding to work- 
loads that have already taken 
a serious toll on school staff- 
ing. 


Emerson Sykes, a staff attor- 
ney at the ACLU Speech, Pri- 
vacy and Technology Project, 
called the bills “thinly veiled 
attempts at chilling teachers 
and students from learning 
and talking about race and 
gender in schools.”

US: Over 130,000 Russian troops now staged outside Ukraine 


(AP) — Ukraine’s presi- 
dent urged calm amid 
intensified warnings of 
a possible Russian inva- 
sion within days, saying he 
had yet to see convincing 
evidence of that, even as 
the U.S. reported Sunday 
that Moscow positioned 
more of its troops closer 
to Ukraine’s borders and 
some airlines canceled 
flights to the capital of 
Kyiv. 


President Joe Biden spoke 
for about 50 minutes Sun- 
day with Ukrainian President 
Volodymyr Zelenskyy and 
renewed promises of what 
the West says will be tough 
economic sanctions against 
Moscow and a NATO build- 
up in the event of “any fur- 
ther Russian aggression” 


against Ukraine, the White 
House said. They agreed to 
pursue both deterrence and 
diplomacy in the crisis, it 


added. 


The U.S. updated its esti- 
mate for how many Russian 
forces were now staged near 
Ukraine’s borders to more 
than 130,000, up from the 
100,000 the U.S. has cited 
publicly in previous weeks. 
A U.S. official gave the esti- 
mate, speaking on condition 
of anonymity to discuss the 
administration’s conclusion. 


Zelenskyy’s repeated state- 
ments playing down the U.S. 
warnings — while Moscow’s 
forces surround Ukraine 
on three sides in what the 
Kremlin insists are military 
exercises -- grew this week- 


end to his questioning the 
increasingly strident state- 
ments from U.S. officials in 
recent days that Russia could 
be planning to invade as soon 
as midweek. 


While Zelenskyy has urged 
against panic that he fears 
could undermine Ukraine’s 
economy, he and his civilian 
and military leaders also are 
preparing defenses, solicit- 
ing and receiving a flow of 
arms from the U.S. and other 
NATO members. 


Zelenskyy wore military olive 
drab at a drill with tanks and 
helicopters near Ukraine’s 
border with Russian-an- 
nexed Crimea this weekend. 
In the nearby city of Ka- 
lanchak, some expressed dis- 
belief that Russian President 


Vladimir Putin would really 
send the troops poised along 
Ukraine’s borders rolling 
into the country. 


The U.S. picked up intelli- 
gence that Russia is looking 
at Wednesday as a target date, 
according to a U.S. official 
familiar with the findings. 
The official, who also was 
not authorized to speak pub- 
licly and did so only on con- 
dition of anonymity, would 
not say how definitive the 
intelligence was. 


“We're not going to give Rus- 
sia the opportunity to con- 
duct a surprise here, to spring 
something on Ukraine or the 
world,” Jake Sullivan, the 
U.S. national security ad- 
viser, told CNN on Sunday, 
about the U.S. warnings. 


The U.S. largely has not 
made public the evidence it 
says is underlying its most 
specific warnings on possible 
Russian planning or timing. 


The Russians have deployed 
missile, air, naval and special 
operations forces, as well as 
supplies to sustain an in- 
vasion. This week, Russia 
moved six amphibious as- 
sault ships into the Black Sea, 
augmenting its capability to 
land on the coast. 


Zelenskyy’s comments this 
weekend indicated frustra- 
tion at the warnings from 
Washington. 
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Barely in job, new chief feels heat from Amir Locke shooting 


(AP) - Minneapolis Po- 
lice Chief Amelia Huff- 
man was taking questions 
about the fatal shooting 
of 22-year-old Amir Locke 
when a reporter chal- 
lenged the police account 
that Locke’ gun was 
pointed toward officers 
serving a search warrant. 
Huffman’s attempt to ex- 
plain was too much for 
one local activist. 


“ This is what I would call the 
anatomy of a cover-up,” Ne- 
kima Levy Armstrong said, 
striding forward to confront 
Huffman and Mayor Jacob 
Frey at the news conference. 
“Amelia, you’re saying you 
want to be the chief. Then act 
like it. ... Don’t cover up for 
what those cops did.” 


The exchange underscores 
the fraught situation that 
Huffman — named inter- 
im chief just weeks ago and 
a candidate to take the job 
permanently — faces as she 
attempts to steer a depart- 
ment in tatters since George 
Floyd’s killing 20 months ago 
shattered community trust. 


Huffman, who joined the 
department in 1994, built a 
wide-ranging resume before 
Frey tapped her to replace 
the retiring Medaria Arra- 
dondo. Huffman investigat- 
ed financial crimes, crimes 
against children and Internal 
Affairs cases, served as a de- 
partment spokeswoman and 
commanded units including 
Homicide. 

A police spokesman didn’t 


respond to a request to in- 
terview Huffman. In a 2019 
interview with a Minne- 
apolis weekly, Huffman, of 
Springfield, Ohio, described 
studying constitutional law at 
Smith College before joining 
the police department. 


John Swenson, the direc- 
tor of public safety in Lino 
Lakes, Minnesota, worked 
with Huffman in Minneapo- 
lis’ Internal Affairs division 
for about a year in the early 
2000s. Both sergeants, they 
handled investigations within 
the department and for agen- 
cies that needed an outside 
perspective. 


He recalled teaming with her 
on an investigation into an 
allegation of sexual assault 
against a police officer in ru- 
ral Minnesota. Huffman’s 
compassion while interview- 
ing both the victim and the 
suspect as well as her atten- 
tion to detail stuck out, he 
said. 


While homicide chief in 
2007, Huffman, who is 
white, clashed with a high- 
profile Black investigator 
over her public suggestion 
that a man’s murder was con- 
nected to a drug purchase — 
upsetting the victim’s family 
and the investigator. 


Then-Chief Tim Dolan 
backed Huffman and trans- 
ferred the sergeant to an- 
other department. Dolan 
said in an interview that the 
investigating sergeant un- 
dermined Huffman by going 


public with his opposition to 
her comments and had been 
warned before. 


Arradondo, who is Black, had 
worked with Frey on a raft 
of policy changes aimed at 
overhauling the department’s 
policies and culture follow- 
ing Floyd’s death. He also 
came out publicly against a 
voter referendum in Novem- 
ber to replace the department 
with a new public safety unit, 
which was defeated. But soon 
after, he announced he would 
retire anyway. 


Reaction to Huffman’s inter- 
im appointment was largely 
muted, with Levy Armstrong 
and other activists saying they 
didn’t know her well. Much 
of the anger since Locke’s 
death has focused on the 
department for executing a 
no-knock warrant — Locke’s 
parents said body-camera vid- 
eo suggested Locke had been 
startled awake and then “ex- 
ecuted” by officers swarming 
into the apartment — and for 
its initial account of events, 
including a news release that 
called Locke a “suspect” even 
though he wasn’t named in 
the search warrants. 


For the activists, those ac- 
tions fit the pattern of a de- 
partment focused on protect- 
ing its own. 


Michelle Gross, president 
of Communities United 
Against Police Brutality, 


said she initially questioned 
whether Huffman had the 
ability to transform the de- 


partment and considers the 
interim chief’s handling of 
Locke’s death confirmation 
of that fear. 


When Huffman was made 
inspector of the Fifth Pre- 
cinct spanning southwest 
Minneapolis, the city was still 
reeling from the 2017 fatal 
shooting of Justine Ruszczyk 
Damond by a police officer. 
In the 2019 interview on tak- 
ing that new position, Huff- 
man pledged that she and of- 
ficers in the area would focus 
on being out in the commu- 
nity, creating low-pressure 
opportunities to get to know 
people. 


But she was also focused on 
bread-and-butter policing, 
saying residents were un- 
likely to see major changes 
in priorities and specifically 
listed a focus on drug and 


property crimes including 
burglary and theft. 
Floyd’s murder put the 


city’s police force under a 
microscope again the fol- 
lowing year. While many 
large protests in Minneapo- 
lis remained peaceful, some 
people looted and vandalized 


businesses in the Uptown 
neighborhood, within the 
precinct Huffman oversaw. 


Jill Osiecki, executive direc- 
tor of the Uptown Associa- 
tion, said those attacks were 
“catastrophic” for some busi- 
nesses and credited Huffman 
for making one-on-one vis- 
its to each affected place and 
never rushing those conver- 
sations. 


Huffman became part of Ar- 
radondo’s leadership team in 
February 2021 as a deputy 
chief overseeing professional 
standards, including training. 
Her interim chief appoint- 
ment was announced in De- 
cember and she took over on 
Jan. 15. 


Frey credited her with steer- 
ing the department's adop- 
tion of training that empha- 
sizes officers’ responsibility 
to intervene when a coworker 
is putting someone in danger 
and reforming its field train- 
ing officer program. 


Asked about activists’ calls to 
fire Huffman, Frey stood by 
her this week without any 
commitment for the future. 


From campus to Congress, colleges urged to end legacy boost 


(AP) - America’s elite col- 
leges are facing growing 
calls to end the decades- 
old tradition of giving an 
admissions boost to the 
children of alumni — a 
practice that critics say is 
rooted in racism and be- 
stows an unfair advantage 
to students who need it 
least. 


Fueled by the national reck- 
oning with racial injustice, 
opponents say they are gain- 
ing momentum in the battle 
over the contentious policy 
of legacy preferences. 


Ivy League students are 
pressing administrators to 
abandon the policy. Yale’s 
student government took a 
stance against the practice in 
November. A recent vote of 


Harvard students found that 
60% oppose it. Hundreds of 
students and alumni across 
30 colleges have promised to 
withhold financial donations 
over the issue. 


Civil rights groups are in- 
creasingly adding their sup- 
port, including the American 
Civil Liberties Union, which 
is tackling legacy preferences 
as part of a campaign against 
systematic racism. 


And a bill in Congress aims 
to eliminate the practice. 


The proposal from Demo- 
crats would outlaw prefer- 
ences for children of alumni 
or donors at colleges that 
receive federal money. It’s 
being pushed by the party’s 
progressive wing but has 


gained support from some 
conservative activists who 
want college admissions to be 
based on merit alone. 


Legacy preferences give an 
extra boost to predominant- 
ly white and wealthy legacy 
students, while “leaving out 
millions of Black and brown 
kids,” said Rep. Jamaal Bow- 
man, D-N.Y., a sponsor. 


“There has been a shift in the 
consciousness of the country 
around issues of inequity and 
inequality,” Bowman said in 
an interview. “There's a real 
yearning to right the wrongs 
of our past.” 


In the heavily guarded world 
of college admissions, it's 
hard to know exactly how 
many legacy students get a 


nudge. But at some of the 
most selective colleges, stu- 
dents with family ties make 
up 10% to 20% of the latest 
incoming class, according 
to data released by colleges 
in response to an Associated 
Press request. 


On many campuses, the op- 
position is being led by stu- 
dents of color and those who 
are the first in their families 
to attend college. They say 
legacy status is one more ad- 
vantage for students who are 
already more likely to have 
access to tutoring, test prep 
and other help applying to 
college. 


Zoe Fuad, a junior at Brown 
University, said it reinforces 
a “cycle of inequity” that was 
designed to serve wealthy 


white men. 


“By perpetually giving ad- 
vantages to their descen- 


dants, we're ensuring that 
those who were systemically 
favored continue to be fa- 
vored,” said Fuad, 20, who 
leads a student group that’s 
challenging the practice at 
Brown.

didacy is March 4. 


Far-right presidential con- 
tender Eric Zemmour ac- 
cused Macron of trying to 
use the pandemic to make 
French voters forget about 
what he considers France’s 


decline. 


“Is Emmanuel Macron using 
the health crisis to start cam- 
paigning? The answer is yes,” 
Marine Le Pen, the other far- 
right candidate, charged. Like 
the U.S. and most European 
countries, France recently 
started easing most virus re- 
strictions as the infection rate 
slows down. 


Macron also explained he 
wanted to focus on the 
Ukraine-Russia crisis first. 
On the flight between Mos- 
cow and Kyiv last week, he 
told reporters that he will 
“think about” declaring his 
candidacy later. 


“Everything comes in due 


time,” he said. 


Yet his recent trips across 
French regions tend to in- 
creasingly look like campaign 
events. 


A visit this month to north- 
ern France, during which he 
announced an additional 100 
million euros ($113 million) 
to boost the economy in a 
former mining area, was fol- 
lowed by dozens of journal- 
ists from national and inter- 
national media. A meeting 
with local officials included 
a key political rival from The 
Republicans party, Xavier 
Bertrand, who is actively 
campaigning with conserva- 
tive candidate Valérie Pécres- 
se. 


Police arrest protesters who remained al 2 Canada bridge 


(AP) — Police moved in 
to clear and arrest the re- 
maining protesters near 
the busiest U.S.-Canadian 
border crossing on Sun- 
day, ending a demonstra- 
tion against COVID-19 
restrictions that has hurt 
the economy of both na- 
tions even as they held 
back from a crackdown 
on a larger protest in the 
capital, Ottawa. 


Local and national police 
formed a joint command 
center in Ottawa, where pro- 
tests have paralyzed down- 
town, infuriated residents 
who are fed up with police 
inaction and turned up pres- 
sure on Prime Minister Jus- 
tin Trudeau. 


The protests have reverber- 
ated across the country and 
beyond, with similar convoys 
in France, New Zealand and 
the Netherlands. The U.S. 
Department of Homeland 
Security warned that truck 
convoys may be in the works 
in the United States. 


Windsor police said about 
12 people were peacefully 
arrested and seven vehicles 
were towed just after dawn 
near the Ambassador Bridge 
that links their city — and 


numerous Canadian auto- 
motive plants — with De- 
troit. 


It was not immediately clear 
when the bridge might open 
but Windsor’s Mayor Drew 
Kiklens said he hoped it 
would be Sunday. 


Only a few protesters had re- 
mained after police on Satur- 


day persuaded demonstrators 
to move their pickup trucks 
and others cars that they used 
to block a crossing that sees 
25% of all trade between the 
two countries. 


U.S. President Joe Biden’s 
administration on Sunday 
acknowledged the seem- 
ingly peaceful resolution to 
the demonstration, which it 
said had “widespread dam- 
aging impacts” on the “lives 
and livelihoods of people” on 
both sides of the border. 


In Ottawa, the ranks of pro- 
testers swelled to what po- 
lice said were 4,000 demon- 
strators by Saturday, and a 
counter-protest of frustrated 
Ottawa residents attempting 
to block the convoy of trucks 
from entering the downtown 
emerged Sunday. 


The city has seen similar ex- 
pansions of the protest on 
past weekends, and loud mu- 
sic played as people milled 
about downtown where anti- 
vaccine demonstrators have 
been encamped since late 


January. 


“The whole city is furious 
at being abandoned by the 
people who are supposed to 
protect us. They have com- 
pletely abandoned the rule 
of law. [[J@OttawaPolice[][] 
have lost credibility. #Ot- 
tawaPoliceFailed,” tweeted 
Artur Wilczynski, a senior 
government national security 
official at Canada’s Commu- 
nications Security Establish- 
ment. 


A former minister in 
Trudeau's Cabinet also blast- 


ed her former federal col- 
leagues as well as the prov- 
ince and city for not putting 
an end to the protests. 


Trudeau has so far rejected 
calls to use the military, but 
had said that “all options are 
on the table” to end the pro- 
tests. Trudeau has called the 
protesters a “fringe” of Cana- 
dian society. Both federal and 
provincial politicians have 
said they can’t order police 
what to do. 


Ottawa police said in a state- 
ment late Saturday that a joint 
command center had been 
established with the Ontario 
Provincial Police and the 
Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. They said that would 
beef up enforcement capa- 
bilities that had been limited 
by “safety concerns — arising 
from aggressive, illegal be- 
havior by many demonstra- 
tors.” 


Police earlier issued a state- 
ment calling the protest an 
unlawful occupation and 
saying they were waiting for 
reinforcements before im- 
plementing a plan to end the 
demonstrations. 


Ottawa Mayor Jim Watson 
declared a state of emergen- 
cy last week for the capital, 
where hundreds of trucks re- 
mained in front of the Parlia- 
ment Buildings and demon- 
strators have set up portable 
toilets outside the prime min- 
ister’s office where Trudeau’s 
motorcade usually parks. 


On Friday, a judge ordered 
an end to the blockade at 
the crossing in Windsor and 


Ontario Premier Doug Ford 
declared a state of emergency 
allowing for fines of 100,000 
Canadian dollars and up to 
one year in jail for anyone il- 
legally blocking roads, bridg- 
es, walkways and other criti- 
cal infrastructure. 


Partial closures at the bridge 
started on Feb. 7 and by mid- 
week the disruption was so 
severe that automakers be- 
gan shutting down or reduc- 
ing production. The standoff 
came at a time when the in- 
dustry is already struggling to 
maintain production in the 
face of pandemic-induced 
shortages of computer chips 
and other supply-chain dis- 
ruptions. 


The 67-year-old has been out 
supporting the protest for the 
past four days. She said she 
appreciated that police have 
been patient. 


In Ottawa, 31-year-old 
Stephanie Ravensbergen 
said she turned out to sup- 
port her aunt and uncle who 
have parked their semi in the 
streets since the beginning of 
the protest. She opposes vac- 
cine and mask requirements, 
and said it’s important for 
schoolchildren to be able see 
their friends’ faces and emo- 


tions. 

On the other side of the 
country, a major truck bor- 
der crossing between Sur- 
rey, British Columbia, and 
Blaine, Washington, was 
closed on Sunday, a day af- 
ter Canadian authorities said 
a few vehicles had breached 
police barricades and a crowd 
entered the area by foot. 


The RCMP issued a state- 
ment saying that while no 
one had been injured, the ac- 
tions were dangerous and be- 
ing investigated. 


A border crossing in Alberta 
remained shut down as well. 


While the protesters are de- 
crying vaccine mandates for 
truckers and other COV- 
ID-19 restrictions, many of 
Canada’s public health mea- 
sures, such as mask rules and 
vaccine passports for getting 
into restaurants and theaters, 
are already falling away as the 
omicron surge levels off. 


Pandemic restrictions have 
been far stricter there than in 
the U.S., but Canadians have 
largely supported them. The 
vast majority of Canadians 
are vaccinated, and the COV- 
ID-19 death rate is one-third 
that of the United States. 
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Ex-Afghan president: Biden order on frozen funds an atrocity 


(AP) — Afghanistan's for- 
mer president on Sunday 
called a White House or- 
der to unfreeze $3.5 bil- 
lion in Afghan assets held 
in the U.S. for families of 
9/11 victims an atrocity 
against the Afghan people. 


Former President Hamid 
Karzai at a packed news con- 
ference sought the help of 
Americans, particularly the 
families of the thousands 
killed in the 9/11 terrorist at- 
tacks, to press President Joe 
Biden to rescind last week's 
order. He called it “unjust 
and unfair,” saying Afghans 
have also been victims of 
al-Qaida leader Osama bin 
Laden. 


Bin Laden was brought to Af- 
ghanistan by Afghan warlords 
after being expelled from 
Sudan in 1996. Those same 
warlords would later ally 
with the U.S.-led coalition 
to oust the Taliban in 2001. 
However, it was Taliban lead- 
er Mullah Mohammad Omar 
who refused to hand over bin 
Laden to the U.S. after the 
devastating 9/11 attacks that 
killed thousands. 


“The people of Afghanistan 
share the pain of the Ameri- 
can people, share the pain of 
the families and loved ones 
of those who died, who lost 
their lives in the tragedy of 
September 11,” said Karzai. 
“We commiserate with them 
(but) Afghan people are as 
much victims as those fami- 
lies who lost their lives. ... 
Withholding money or seiz- 
ing money from the people 
of Afghanistan in their name 


is unjust and unfair and an 
atrocity against Afghan peo- 
ple.” 


President Biden’s order 
signed last Friday freed $7 
billion in Afghan assets cur- 
rently held in the United 
States, to be divided between 
9/11 victims and humanitar- 
ian aid to Afghans. 


Sept. 11 victims and their 
families have legal claims 
against the Taliban and the $7 
billion in the U.S. banking 
system. The $3.5 billion was 
set aside for a U.S. court to 
decide whether it can be used 
to settle claims by families 
of 9/11 victims. U.S. courts 
would also have to sign off 
before the release of humani- 
tarian assistance money. 


We “ask the U.S. courts to 
do the opposite, to return the 
Afghan money back to the 
Afghan people,” said Karzai. 
“This money does not belong 
to any government ,,, this 
money belongs to the people 
of Afghanistan.” 


Meanwhile, Biden’s order 
calls for the $3.5 billion al- 
located to humanitarian aid 
to be put into a trust and be 
used to assist Afghans, by- 
passing their Taliban rulers. 


But Karzai demanded all $7 
billion be returned to Af- 
ghanistan’s central bank to 
further its monetary policy. 
He argued against giving Af- 
ghan reserves to international 
aid organizations to provide 
humanitarian aid. 


“You give us our own mon- 


ey so that it can be spent for 
those foreigners who come 
here, to pay their salaries, to 
give it to (non-governmental 
organizations),” he said. 


Afghanistan’s economy is 
teetering on the brink of 
collapse after international 
money stopped coming into 
the country with the arrival 
in mid-August of the Taliban. 
Last month, the United Na- 
tions made a $5 billion appeal 
for Afghanistan. The U.N. 
warns that 1 million children 
are in danger of starving and 
90% of Afghans live below 
the poverty level of just $1.90 
a day. 


Karzai was Afghanistan’s first 
democratically elected presi- 
dent after the U.S.-led co- 
alition ousted the Taliban in 
2001. He served until 2014 
before Ashraf Ghani, who 
fled the country on Aug. 15, 
leaving the doors open for 
the Taliban takeover of Ka- 
bul. Karzai was highly re- 
garded as embracing all of 
Afghanistan’s many ethnic 
groups but his administra- 
tion, like subsequent Afghan 


Swiss voters reject public aid plan for 


(AP) — Swiss voters on 
Sunday rejected a govern- 
ment plan to inject more 
than 150 million francs 
(about $163 million) into 
broadcast and print me- 
dia every year, including 
support for early-morning 
newspaper delivery and 
online media to the tune 
of 70 million francs (near- 
ly $76 million) a year, ac- 
cording to exit polls. 


Some 56% of voters rejected 
the measure, public broad- 
caster SRF reported. 


Opponents of the plan, 
which had been passed by 
Swiss lawmakers in June, had 
pulled together enough sig- 
natures in a petition to put 


the issue before the public, 
part of Switzerland’s particu- 
lar form of democracy that 
gives voters in the country 
of 8.5 million a direct say in 
policymaking. 


Foes of the plan had said the 
cash injection would waste 
taxpayer money, benefit big 
newspaper chains and the 
media moguls who run them 
and hurt journalistic inde- 
pendence by making media 
outlets more dependent on 
state handouts and thus less 
likely to criticize public of- 
ficials. They also said it was 
discriminatory, since free 
newspapers wouldn’t benefit. 


“A media subsidized by the 
state is a media under control. 


As the adage goes: ‘Don’t bite 
the hand that feeds you,” 
wrote the opponents who 
pressed for the referendum. 
They say big print-media 
groups together took in more 
than 300 million in profits in 
2020, even during the CO- 
VID-19 crisis. 


Many other countries in Eu- 
rope and beyond offer sup- 
port to newspapers through 
postal fee discounts, tax 
breaks and other measures. 


Supporters of the cash in- 
jection had countered that 
journalism, especially in local 
areas ill-served by big media 
groups, should be considered 
a public service, as are many 
public radio and television 


administrations, was dogged 
by charges of widespread cor- 
ruption. 


Karzai spoke to a packed press 
conference inside his sprawl- 
ing compound in the capital 
of Kabul. Dozens of Afghani- 
stan’s Pashto- and Persian- 
language journalists jockeyed 
for space in a second-floor 
conference room with more 
than a dozen television cam- 
eras. 


Karzai used the news con- 
ference to press the coun- 
try’s Taliban rulers and their 
opponents to find a way to 
come together. He lobbied 
for the traditional Afghan 
grand council, or loya jirga, 
as a means to find consensus 
and establish a more repre- 
sentative administration. 


Anger has been growing in 
Afghanistan since Friday's 
White House announcement. 
Demonstrators marched 
again in Kabul on Sunday 
demanding the money be re- 
turned to Afghanistan. How- 
ever, the Taliban, who have 
also condemned Biden's or- 


der, dispersed protesters as 
they tried to gather near the 
city's Eid Gah mosque. 


Meanwhile the United Na- 
tions Assistance Mission in 
a tweet late Sunday said four 
women activists who disap- 
peared more than two weeks 
ago have returned home. 


In late January Tamana Zary- 
abi Paryani, and her three 
sisters disappeared, allegedly 
seized by a group of men 
after they participated in a 
demonstration against the 


forced wearing of the Islamic 
hijab. 


The Taliban denied taking 
them. 


International media, how- 
ever, has reported that sev- 
eral British nationals and 
an American are still being 
held by the Taliban, includ- 
ing freelance cameraman 
Peter Jouvenal, a dual Brit- 
ish and German citizen who 
has covered Afghanistan for 
more than 40 years. He has 
been missing since Decem- 
ber and the Taliban have not 
responded to queries by the 
Associated Press. 


His wife, an Afghan, has is- 
sued a plea for his release. 


US national security adviser 
Jake Sullivan said Sunday on 
CNN’s "State of the Union,’ 
that an American was in Tal- 
iban custody along with “a 
number of U.K. nationals.” 
He gave no further informa- 
tion, saying only that Wash- 
ington was “ actively working 
to get his release.”

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Erin Jackson of US 1st Black woman to win speedskating gold

(AP) — Erin Jackson has 
never viewed herself as 
some sort of trailblazer. 
She just likes to skate re- 
ally, really fast, whether 
it’s on wheels or blades. 


Yet the 29-year-old from 
balmy Ocala, Florida knew 
this moment was special, her 
chance to really make an im- 
pact on the generations that 
follow. 


She'll forever be known as 
the first Black woman to win 
a speedskating medal at the 
Winter Olympics — and a 
gold one, at that. 


“Hopefully, this has an ef- 
fect,” Jackson said. “Hopeful- 
ly, we'll see more minorities, 
especially in the USA, getting 
out and trying these winter 


sports.” 


Jackson won the 500 meters 
Sunday with a time of 37.04 
seconds, giving the American 
speedskating program its first 
medal of the Beijing Games 
and first individual medal 
since 2010. 


But this was much more than 
a needed boost to a sport that 
has produced more medals 
than any other for the U.S. 
in the history of the Winter 
Games. 


The 29-year-old Jackson, 
a former inline skater who 
switched to the ice shortly 
before the 2018 Pyeongchang 
Olympics, joined fellow 
American Shani Davis as 
the only Black athletes to 
win long-track speedskating 
medals at the Olympics. 


Now, she wants others to fol- 
low their path into a sport 
that draws scant attention in 
the United States. 


The silver went to Miho Tak- 
agi of Japan, while Angelina 
Golikova of the Russian team 
took the bronze. 


Jackson's gold came after 
she slipped at the U.S. tri- 
als and shockingly finished 
third, putting her spot on the 


Olympic team in jeopardy. 
But teammate Brittany 
Bowe, another Ocala skater 
who finished first at the tri- 
als, gave up her spot in the 
500 to ensure Jackson would 
get to compete in Beijing. 

As it turned out, the Amri- 
ans received a third slot in 
the 500 when the final allo- 
cations were made, so Bowe 
got to skate as well. She fin- 
ished 16th. 


The two close friends em- 
braced after Jackson clinched 
the gold. 


Jackson skated in the next-to- 
last of 15 pairs with Takagi’s 
time of 37.12 — set about a 
half-hour earlier in the fourth 
pairing — in her sights. 


She didn’t think at all about 
that slip at the U.S. trials. 


Jackson bolted off the line 
and was under Takagi’s time 
as she veered powerfully into 
the first turn. She kept up 
her speed through the cross- 
ing straight and into the final 
turn, swinging both arms fu- 
riously as she came to the fin- 
ish of speedskating’s shortest 
race. 

There was still one pair- 
ing left, but Jackson knew 
she could do no worse than 
bronze.

A few minutes later, the gold 
was hers. 


“Yowre an Olympic cham- 
pion,” Shimabukuro told her. 


Jackson sat on the padding 
along the infield, shedding 
a few tears with her head 
bowed. 


She was no doubt reflecting, 
too, on her remarkable jour- 


ney. 


The inline and roller derby 
skater knew she would have 
to trade her wheels for blades 
if she wanted to go for Olym- 


pic glory. 


Making the switch just 
months before the Py- 
eongchang Games, she was 
such a fast study that she 
earned a spot on the U.S. 
team. She finished 24th in 
the 500, but it was clear that 
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she had barely tapped into 
her potential. 


During the current World 
Cup season, Jackson sud- 
denly emerged as one of the 
world’s best sprinters. She 
won four of eight 500 races — 
the first Black woman to earn 
one of those titles, as well — 
and came to the Olympics as 
one of the favorites. 


She lived up to the billing in 
Beijing, becoming the first 
American woman to win an 
individual Olympic medal 
since 2002. 


Jackson grabbed an Ameri- 
can flag and did a victory lap 
around the Ice Ribbon oval, 


the stars and stripes fluttering 
above her head. 


“It’s been a wild ride,” she 
said, “but that makes it even 
sweeter.” 


Rams and Bengals put past aside in Super Bowl 


(AP) — It's been nearly 
three decades since the 
city where the Super Bowl 
began last hosted the big 
game. The year was 1993 
and, if you're looking for 
an indication how much 
times have changed, OJ. 
Simpson did the pregame 
coin flip and Michael 
Jackson thrilled the coun- 
try with a spectacular 
halftime show at the Rose 
Bowl. 


The Rams weren’t in the 
game, not even close. They 
finished 6-10 on the season 
and owner Georgia Frontiere 
was busy plotting the team’s 
escape from Southern Cali- 
fornia, eventually landing in 
St. Louis in what may have 
been the worst move ever by 
a modern-day sports fran- 
chise. 


The Rams eventually re- 
turned, though it cost them a 
generation of fan loyalty. That 
means the new Rams are still 
a work in progress in a city 
where they once reigned su- 


preme — as evidenced by the 
mass of San Francisco faith- 
ful who just might have out- 
numbered the locals at the 
NFC championship game in 
the imposing new stadium 
that cost current owner Stan 
Kroenke a reported $5 billion 
to build. 


Still, nothing builds love 
more than a Super Bowl 
championship. And now the 
Rams of Los Angeles not 
only have a chance to win 
their first Super Bowl but do 
it Sunday in a home stadium 
that no other city can come 
close to matching. 


Being the away team 
shouldn’t be much of a prob- 
lem for the Rams. This is a 
team, after all, that was away 
from 1995 until 2016, when 
Kroenke brought them back 
for the same reason they left: 
more money and bigger prof- 
its. 


They have a long, fractured 
history in Los Angeles, a 
city that embraced them 


warmly when they moved 
from Cleveland the year af- 
ter World War II ended. But 
the fact remains the only Su- 
per Bowl won by a team with 
horns on its helmets was won 
in 2000 when the Rams were, 
yes, in St. Louis. 


In a way it's fitting that the 
team standing in the way of 
that championship is form 
another city that has never 
celebrated a Super Bowl win. 
The Bengals for the most 
part have been hapless over 
the years, aside from a couple 
of Super Bowl runs in the 
1980s that didn't end well. 


Now they have Joe Bur- 
row and, two seasons after 
winning just two games, are 
within 60 minutes of capping 
off an improbable playoff run 
themselves. 


Oddsmakers don't like their 
chances, making them a 
4-point underdog to a Rams 
team loaded with star talent. 
But the city is abuzz, with 
residents shooting off fire- 


works and honking horns 
after the Bengals beat Kansas 
City in overtime in the AFC 
championship game. 


The easy narrative would be 
to cheer for the underdog 
team from a working class 
town. Unlike LA, Cincin- 
nati has no movie stars, no 
beaches, no perfect weather 
and certainly no $5 billion 
stadium. 


But it does have iconic chili. 
It does have Joe Burrow. 


And, soon, maybe a lot more 
Joes. 


Indeed, the fit between the 


city and its star quarterback 
couldn't be better. Burrow 
grew up in a hardscrabble 
area of Ohio, just a few hours 
from Cincinnati, though in 
his hometown of The Plains 
fans rooted mostly for the 
Pittsburgh Steelers or the 
Cleveland Browns. 


The same thing could be said 
about the Rams and their city, 
so maybe in the end these 
teams and their towns aren't 
so different. 


That will change Sunday 
night when only one can 
proudly claim they're Super 
Bowl champions. 
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For Asian American women, Olympics reveal a harsh duality 


(AP) — Across two pan- 
demic Olympics set in 
Asian countries, Asian 
American women front- 
ing the Games have en- 
countered a whiplashing 
duality — prized on the 
global stage for their med- 
al-winning talent, buffet- 
ed by the escalating crisis 


of racist abuse at home. 


The world's most elite and 
international sporting event, 
which pits athletes and coun- 
tries against each other, un- 
derscores along the way the 
crude reality that many Asian 
women face: of only being 
seen when they have some- 


thing to offer. 


“It’s like Asian American 
women can't win,” says Jeff 
Yang, an author and cultural 
critic. “Asian American fe- 
male athletes, like most Asian 
American women in many 
other spaces, are seen as wor- 
thy when they can deliver ... 
and then disposed of other- 
wise.” 


The issue is playing out at the 
Beijing Winter Games, the 
third straight Olympics set 
in Asia and the second held 
during the unrelenting glob- 
al coronavirus crisis — and 
playing out, too, during a rise 
in hate crimes against Asian 
Americans. 


Here, U.S. snowboarder 
Chloe Kim and China’s free- 
style skier Eileen Gu are the 
latest additions to the list of 
American women of Asian 
descent who have been “It 


Girls” of the Winter Games, 
joining icons like American 
figure skaters Kristi Yamagu- 
chi and Michelle Kwan. 
When Kim and Gu earned 
their gold medals in Beijing, 
it was the perfect bow on 
professional narratives that 
have been covered inces- 
santly leading up to the actual 
event. Their star power and 
talent made them two of the 
de facto spokeswomen for 
the Olympics. 


Meanwhile, other Asian 
American women like figure 
skaters Karen Chen and Alysa 
Liu ofthe U.S. team and Zhu 
Yi of the China team have 
also been promoted by their 
national teams and scruti- 
nized — sometimes harshly 
— by Olympic fans. 


Commentators have mocked 
Yi for falling in the team 
event, as if she deserved the 
mistake after giving up her 


U.S. citizenship to compete 
for her ancestral homeland. 
Others are angry that she 
“stole” the Olympic spot 
from an actual China-born 
athlete. 


Even the winners struggle to 
feel fully embraced in Amer- 
ica. 


Kim, who won the halfpipe at 
the Beijing and Pyeongchang 
Olympics, has revealed she 
was tormented online daily. 
She says she was consumed 
by fear that her parents could 
be killed whenever she heard 
news about another brutal as- 
sault on an Asian person. 


There have been more than 
10,000 reported anti-Asian 
incidents — from taunts to 
outright assaults — between 
March 2020 and September 
2021, according to Stop AAPI 
Hate, a national coalition that 
gathers data on racially mo- 


Scant progress the final blow to on-time MLB spring training 


The final blow has been 
dealt to an on-time start to 
spring training, with Ma- 
jor League Baseball mak- 
ing a new offer Saturday 
that the players’ associa- 
tion received as only scant 
progress in the drawn-out 
labor talks. 


On the 73rd day of a lockout 
that has become the second- 
longest work stoppage in 
baseball history, clubs gave 
the union 16 documents to- 
taling 130 pages, encompass- 
ing all key areas in a mix of 
new offers and previous pro- 
posals. 


The one-hour session was 
just the fifth on core econom- 
ics since the lockout began, 
and the first on a weekend. 
The sides remained far apart 
on luxury tax thresholds and 
rate, with major differences 
on revenue-sharing and how 
to address players’ allegations 
of service time manipulation. 
MLB said it remains opposed 
to any increase in salary ar- 
bitration eligibility or reduc- 
tion in revenue sharing. 


The players’ union said it 
would analyze the offer be- 
fore determining when and 
how to respond. 


Baseball's ninth work stop- 
page — and first since 1995 
— began Dec. 2 following the 
expiration of a five-year labor 


contract. Training camps will 
remain shuttered Wednesday, 
when pitchers and catchers 
had been scheduled to start 
workouts for a 2022 season 
that remains in doubt. 


MLB does not intend to pub- 
licly acknowledge any delay 
until it becomes apparent that 
preseason exhibition games 
cannot begin as scheduled on 
Feb: 26: 


Opening day is set for March 
31, and players don’t start ac- 
cruing salary until the regular 
season. Given the need for 
21-28 days of training and ad- 
ditional time to report and go 
through COVID-19 proto- 
cols, an agreement by the end 
of February or early March is 
needed for an on-time start. 


Three officials from each side 
attended the session at MLB's 
office, with players and own- 
ers joining by Zoom. 


MLB maintained its proposal 
on luxury-tax thresholds for 
2022 and 2023, an increase 
from $210 million to $214 
million in both years. Teams 
increased their proposal by 
$2 million annually in each of 
the final three years of a deal: 
$216 million in 2024, $218 
million in 2025 and $222 
million in 2026. 


Players have proposed a $245 
million luxury-tax threshold 
for this year, which would 
rise to $273 million in 2026. 


MLB also has proposed in- 
creasing the tax rate from 


20% to 50% for a team ex- 
ceeding the initial threshold, 
from 32% to 75% for the 
second threshold and from 
62.5% to 100% for the third 
threshold. 


Teams still are asking for 
non-monetary penalties, 
which the union thinks is too 
harsh. 


While MLB dropped. its 
plan to have a team lose a 
third-round pick for exceed- 
ing the first threshold, it has 
proposed a team would lose 
a second-round pick for go- 
ing over the second threshold 
($234 million this year and 
next) rather than dropping 10 
slots and would forfeit a first- 
round selection for exceed- 
ing the third threshold ($254 


million). 


The union fears teams would 
refuse to go over the thresh- 
old, prizing draft picks. 


On free agency, clubs main- 
tained their proposal to elim- 
inate the loss of an amateur 
draft pick for a team signing 
a free agent — an area of dis- 
pute that led to a 50-day in- 
season strike in 1981. 


But the clubs did keep in 
the plan that a team losing a 
free agent will receive draft- 
pick compensation based on 
revenue-sharing status and 


whether a club had been over 
the threshold. 


For a free agent who had 
spent the entire season with 
one team, there would would 
be four tiers based on: 

$25 million in guaranteed 
salary or $18 million average 
annual value (AAV), $55 mil- 
lion or $23 million AAV, $100 
million or $30 million AAV, 
$150 million or $40 million 
AAV. 


The union's initial thoughts 
have been that this proposed 
level of indirect compensa- 
tion could be a disincentive 
for a team to retain play- 
ers who are eligible for free 
agency eligible players, and 
have asked that luxury-tax 
status be removed from the 
formula.
